That part of East Africa which Is 


traversed by the Uganda railway bas 
long been noted as a big-game conn- 
try, but few sfay-at-bome 
Britons 


realize how plentiful tbe wild animals 
are 
there. A government 
official, 


whose work bas taken him Into one 
of tbe game preserves, writes as fol- 
lows In tbe London Post from a cnmp 
pitched only four miles from the rail- 
way and within twenty miles of Nai- 
robi: 


"As I sit writing in my tent I cam 


see through tbe door at least four 
thousand bead of game feeding on the 
plains. There is one gronp not four 
hundred yards away. They consist of 
wildebeest, bartebeest. Grant's gazelle, 
Thomson's gazelle, impels, ostriches, 
waterbuck, eland and .hundreds of ze- 
bra. I have never seen anything like 
it in any other part of Africa, and,
